General Roberts 
had been instructed to push his reconnaissances, as opportunity might offer, into the 
adjoining valley of Khost, with a view to prevent the Amir from drawing either 
supplies or revenue from that district: and this instruction he successfully carried 
out in the month of January, se gyal 
24. General Biddulph, entering Pishin on the 26th of November, found 
already evacuated by the Amir’s troops. The small, but important, district 
Sibi, lying upon our line of communications close to the Biluech border, bi 
the meanwhile, been occupied by a British detachment on the 28rd of the s 
month. Much political inconvenience had been caused by the interposition 
small Afghan district in the midst of Biluch territory, with which it i 
entirely surrounded ; and we had, therefore, determined upon its permanent wii 
from the jurisdiction of the Kabul authority.
